Here- 
after twelve pounds will be the fixed 
weight.of every salmon paid for. It 
may weigh eight pounds or it may 
weigh twenty pounds, but the fisher- 
men are to be paid for a twelve- 
pound fish and no more nor less. TJils 
weight Is below the average, as tho 
fish run, but, of course, the fisherman 
Is not obliged to sell an eighteen or 
twenty pounder at the twelve-pound 
basis to tho government unless he 
chooses.
